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On 8/21/63 at approximately 10:00 a.m., BILL 8 TUCKET, 
who uao formerly with one of the New Orleans newspapers, 
telepbonlcally advised he is no longer with the newspaper bat 
is now connected with the Ross Agency, which Is en advertising 
concern, telephone 529-2274, and also has a Latin American 
program on VDSU radio. 

He advised that within the recent past be had inter- 
viewed LIZ HARVEY OSWALD and has a 32 minute tape of his inter- 
view with OSWALD. He said this interview took place on the 
night of 8/20/63 and was ln connection with OSWALD'S claim 
that he is an officer in the local Pair Play for Cuba Committee. 
BTUCXXY stated that as the FBI was probably aware, OSWALD was 
recently arrested by the N0PD. 

8 TUCKET stated his call was for the purpose of deter- 
mining if the Pair Play for Cuba Committee had been cited as 
a subversive organization. 

X advised 8 TUCKET I could not furnish him an answer 
to this question and suggested he contact the Internal Security 
Section of the U. 8. Department of Justice. 

8TUCXKT stated he appreciated this information and 
that he would probably call. 

Prior to terminating the conversation, STUCKEY mentioned 
at 6:05 p.m., 8/21/63, OSWALD will appear on a radio program 
over WDSU which will last for approximately 30 minutes and that 
this program will be a debate type program.
